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THE FOLLOWING IS AN EXAMINER S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR 

ALLOWANCE: 

The present invention is found to be allowable subject matter as its presentation of a 
method for analyzing expression frequencies of genes using a micro-analysis of gene 
expression represents a contribution over the prior art that lacks any such method requiring no 
ditags, no avidin/biotin capture system, or arrangement and combination of type IIS restriction 
enzymes and other assorted restriction enzymes as presently prescribed. 

The closest prior art made of record is as follows: 

Okubo et al. teach a vector-primer method of constructing a 3' cDNA library through 
T-tailed vector primer first strand synthesis and the use of multiple restriction enzyme 
digestion sites with respect to the 3' poly(T) sequence(DNA Sequence Vol. 2 pp. 137-144). 

Kinzler et al teach a method of serial analysis of gene expression that requires the 
formation of ditags and the use of an avidin/biotin capture system(US Patent 5,695,937). 

Macevicz et al. teach a method for analyzing the frequency of sequences in a population 
of polynucleotides such as a cDNA library. Pairs of tags formed from restriction digests are 
taught to be excised from the vectors and ligated to form concatemers which are cloned and 
sequenced(US Patent 6,136,537).
